McNEEL GYMNASIUM 
HILLSBORO HIGH SCHOOL HISTORY 

In the early part of the eighteenth century a very important ed¬ 
ucational work flourished in what was then the village of Hillsboro. 
Under the supervision of Reverend Joseph Brown the brick Academy 
was built and contained one large room with two wings. The name 
of Hillsboro was abandoned in deference to that of “Academy" so 
strong was the impress of the school's influence on the minds and 
hearts of the people. In recent years the old name of Hillsboro has 
been restored to the town. 



M. A. Dunlap of Ponca City, Oklahoma, has contributed 
some recollections of ante bellum days from his remarkable 
memory of conversations heard in the home of his Uncle 
Reverend M. D. Dunlap. He thinks the first teacher ever in 
Hillsboro Community was a man by the name of Keenan who 
taught more than a hundred forty years ago. This teacher 
was considered a very learned man from the fact that he 
could read and write and had figured in the arithmetic as far 
as the rule of three.* 

With the beginning of public education many people in the Hillsboro 
Community supported the idea of a local high school. One was started in 
1910, through the efforts of interested patrons, the present high school 
building was erected and used in 1912 by grade and high school students. 

The first principal was Mr. Chape Wilson, followed by Miss Minnie 
Jane Merrill. In the first graduating class of 1913 were Mrs. Bertha Post 
and Charles Post. The class of 1914 consisted of Mrs. Dakota Hill and 
Henry W. Beard. 

The cornerstone of the Hillsboro Grade School was laid in 1922 and 
after completion of the building, the high and grade schools were separated. 
This year the gross enrollment for the grade school is 265 pupils and seven 
teachers for grades, one to six. 

In the years 1938-1939 a new brick gymnasium was built on the ground 
adjacent to the grade school. During the first basketball game, played 
between Hillsboro and Green Bank, the new gymnasium was dedicated and 
named McNeel Gymnasium in honor of Dr. Winters McNeel. Dr. McNeel 
was the community physician and he served loyally on the school board of 
education for a number of years. 

A Vocational Agriculture Department was established at Hillsboro 
High School in August, 1949, and a building of a brick structure to house 
this department started in July, 1950. It is hoped that the building will be 
completed by September, 1951. 

During the summer of 1950 the high school plant was completely 
remodeled. Such changes as the installing of a new heating system, rewir¬ 
ing the building, enlarging the sewage and laboratory facilities, painting 
the interior of the building and equiping a movie room have greatly en¬ 
riched our program and improved our physical plant. 

The schools of Hillsboro; rich in the tradition of education, have 
grown in size of the plant, in the number of young people served, and it 
is our desire that it may continue to shape the lives of all young people who 
enter its doors to be useful, happy citizens of our community and country.

The class roll was as follows: Lakie 
Anderson, Betty Arbogast, Faye Hayes, Dorothy Hill, Debeorah Landers, 
Elva Dalton, Ethel Dolan, Ellen Burgess, Louvene Dean, Maxine Daniels, 
Naomi Dean, Robert Cutlip, Randall Cutlip, Richard Cutlip, Foster Cutlip, 
James Clowser, James Kershner, John Fleming, Nixon Jackson, Max Gum, 
Carl Pritt, Elba Kellison, Essie McMillion, Rose Marie Surbaugh, Jack 
McCoy, William Hollandsworth, Mary Workman, Eugene Kidd, Joan Rose, 
Joan Morrison, Jean Jefferys, Virginia Landers, Marie George, Rosalyn 
Wootten, Edna Rose, Johnnie Kennison, Harry Wiley, Beatrice Allen, Burk 
Scott, Donna Shue, Betty Pritt, and Anita Simmons. 

We elected the following class officers: Jean Jefferys, President; 
Lakie Anderson, Vice-President; Elva Dalton, Secretary; James Kershner,

We had gained one 
new member, Ada Talbert from Richwood but her parents moved again to 
Richwood so she wasn't with us long. This left us only 26 to carry on, but 
with the help of our sponsor, Mrs. Virginia Callison and our assistant 
sponsor, Miss Mary Dolinger we kept striving onward. The Senior Class 
officers were: Faye Hayes, President; Jean Jefferys, Vice-President; 

Max Gum, Secretary; Betty Arbogast, Treasurer. 

We Seniors decided to publish a yearbook, the first that had been 
published in Hillsboro High for a number of years and with the help of the 
faculty and underclassmen, we have succeeded. 

In October, Rose Marie Surbaugh was chosen as our Homecoming 
Queen. 

In November we lost another classmate, Mary Workman, who became

This leaves us at the beginning of the second semester with only 25 
of our 42 left to carry on the work of the class and to graduate.
